The Express of this city is enthusi- 


astic for the 
passage 
of Archer's 


freights aud fares bill, and easily ar- 
gues itself into the belief that the en- 
actment of such a law willresult ben- 
eficially to the people of the State. 
Its arguments on this, lifce itsremarks 
on almost all subjects, are made from 
an unenlightened 
standpoint, 
and are 


prompted 
not from a conviction that 


such a law is necessary, 
but because 


it believes 
as Mr. Archer does, that 


tho 
law will seriously 
iDjure 
the 


Southern 
Pacific railroad, and on the 


destruction 
of that corporation, 
ac- 


cording to its views, depends the suc- 
cess of the Santa 
Monica road. 
We 


have 
the assurance 
of railroad 
men 


that if the Archer bill becomes 
a 


law itwillso reduce freights and fares 
that many of the roads 
can 
ouly be 


operated 
at heavy loss, aud we have 


strong reasons 
for believing 
that it 


will cause a cessation ofrailroad build- 
ing throughout 
the 
State and 
post- 


pone the closing 
of the gap in the 


road between this city and San Fran- 
cisco for months and perhaps 
years. 


If the law will do this it willalso de- 
crease 
the number of trains ruu over 


the roads we now have, thereby 
re- 


tarding improvement 
and 
otherwise 


injuring our part of the State. 
The 


animosity of our cotemporary toward 
the Southern 
Pacific, and its zeal in 


behalf of Senator Jones, cannot hide 
or remove these unpleasant 
facts. The 


Archer bill is intended to avenge its 
author 
for some 
fancied 
injury in- 


flicted upon him by the railroad com- 
pany, and if he accomplishes 
his pur- 


pose 
he will throw the development 


of Southern 
California back at least 


half a decade. 


Democracy in France. 


When on the fourth of September, 


1870, the birth of a new French 
Re- 


public 
was 
anouneed, 
the 
lovers 
of 


Democracy 
throughout the world free- 


ly expressed 
their 
fears 
that 
the 


bantling 
would 
bo 
short-lived, and 


that 
its death was 
an 
eveut 
to 
be 


looked for at an early day. 
It was 


thought that of all nations 
Imperial 


France was the most 
unpromising for 


the 
establishment 
of a 
Republican 


form of government. 
But the result 


has proved 
the soil 
less 
uncongenial 


thau feared and 
predicted. 
For five 


years the French Republic 
has main- 


tained its existence, 
and 
to-day it is 


stronger aud more perfect in its work- 
ing than at any former period ot its 
life. 
This Republic, unlike those that 


followed 
the 
revolutions 
of 
1789 


and 
1848, sprang 
into existence 
un- 


stained by human blood and 
without 


riot 
or tumult. 
Gradually 
the 
ex- 


tremes of politics 
have 
been 
aban- 


doned. 
The Monarchist and Red Re- 


publican parties have been reduced to 
mere factions, and the dominant prin- 
ciple is the safe and sound one of Con- 
servative 
Democracy. 
The form of 


electing the President and Legislative 
branches 
of the 
Government 
differs 


but little from 
that 
of the 
United 


States?the 
elective power 
beiug 
iv 


the hands of the people. 
The Cham- 


ber of Deputies 
consists 
of five hun- 


dred members, 
who are elected 
by di- 


rect vote. 
The process 
of electing a 


portion 
of the Senators 
is much the 


same 
as tbat of choosing 
our 
United 


States Senators. 
The remainder 
arc 


elected by a system something the na- 
ture of a Convention. 
Of the 300Se- 


nators 
73 are 
elected 
by 
the Cham- 


ber 
of 
Deputies, 
and 
hold 
their 


office 
for 
life. 
Vacancies 
among 


these 
75, 
by 
death 
or 
otherwise, 


are filled by the Chamber of DeputieF. 
There are in France 
38,000 communes 


or municipalities 
each of which elects 


a delegate, 
and those 
delegates meet 


at the 
center 
of the Department or 


county seat, and vote for the Senator 
who is to represent 
that Department. 


Tne President is elected 
by the Cham- 


ber ofDeputies. President MacMaiion 
holds his office to May 24, 1880. 
All 


cases of impeachment 
are tried by the 


Senate, and the right to levy tax and 
vote expenditures 
is vested 
in the 


Chamber of Deputies. 
No change can 


be made in the constitution, except by 
consent of both houses in jointconven- 
tion. The Senators 
except those elect- 


ed for life and the Depnties are elected 
for five years. 


At the election held Sunday 
before 


1a5t,321 Conservative Republican 
Dep- 


uties and 17 Radical or Red Republic- 
ans were elected. The remainder ofthe 
Deputies elected on that day are of all 
political complexions. 
In some 70 or 


80 districts 
no choice was made and 


to fill those 
places 
a supplemental 


election was held last Sunday, the re- 
sult of which has not yet reached 
us. 


Of tho 225 Senators elected some three 
week since, 
the majority are Moderate 


or Conservative Republicans. 
Thus it 


will be 
seen 
that 
both Legislative 


branches 
of the present 
government 


of France 
are Conservative 
Republic- 


an in tone. 
For the moderate politic- 


al character 
of the majority 
which 


now governs 
France 
much is due to 


the conservative 
policy pursued 
by 


O-AMHetta,who has laid aside his ex- 
treme 
views 
and 
proven 
himself a 


patriot 
and 
a statesman. 
We may 


also add that Frenchmen 
and French 


societies 
in the United 
States 
and 


other countries 
have 
done much in 


spreading and strengthening 
the Con- 


servative 
Republicanism 
which per- 


vades the land oftheir birth. 
On the 


Sth inst the French 
Societies of Cali- 


fornia will hold a Grai.d 
Mass Meet- 


ing in San Francisco 
for the purpose 


of ratifying and rejoicing 
over 
the 


success 
of Conservative 
Republican- 


ism at the late election in France.
